Department of 
Electronics, Lok Nayak Bhavan, New Delhi 
before opening letter of credit. Import shall 
be made after the connected contracts have 
been stamped by the Department of Electro¬ 
nics as an evidence of such registration. 

(25) In case of unmanufactured ivory, import 
shall be subject to the regulations of conven¬ 
tion on International Trade in Endangered 
Species of Wild Fauna and Flora (CITES). 
Import shall be permitted only on inspection 
by the Regional Deputy Director, Wild Life 
Preservation, Department of Environment. 

(26) In case of greases and lubricating oils im¬ 
port can be made upto Rs. 10,000, provided 
Indian Oil Corporation, Marketing Division, 
Bombay has issued no objection certificate, 

(27) In respect of certain items mentioned in 
Appendix 6, last 8, Part T, of Import and 
Export Policy 1985—88, Vol. I, ihe names 
of specific industries have been mentioned. 
For these items, only the Actual Users (In¬ 
dustrial) engaged in the respective industries 
will be eligible to import under Q.G.L.. 

(28) Items covered under Appendix 6, List 8,

OPEN GENERAL LICENCE No. 2|85 

S.O. 303(E),—In exorcise of the powers confer¬ 
red by section 3 of the Imports and Exports (Control)

ORDER No. 3185-88 
OPEN GENERAL UCENCE NO. 3185 

S.O. 304(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
■lection 3 of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 
(18 of 1947) the Central Government hereby gives general 
penmsion to import into India from any country, except 
the Union of South AfricalSouth West Africa, “ncrraissi- 
ble" spares, i.e,, all these parts required as spares, other than 
the items appearing in Appendices 2, 3 Part-A, 8 or 10. in 
the Import and Export Policy, 1985-88 (Volume I), as arc 
required for their own use fot maintenance of Capital Goods, 
including accessories, ancillary equipment, control and labo¬ 
ratory equipment and safety appliances, installed or in use 
as on 1st April of the licensing year, by Actual Users (In¬ 
dustrial' or Non-Industrial), subject to the following condi¬ 
tions:— 

ii) Actual Users (Industrial) will furinsh to the customs 
authorities, at the time of clearance a declaration giving 
particulars of their industrial licence!registration certificates, 
as appropriate, namely, Number and Date of Indus! rial 
Licence'Registration with concerned authority as industrial 
unit and end-product(s) manufactured, and solemnly affirm¬ 
ing that such licencejregistration has not been cancelled or 
withdrawn or otherwise made ln-operative. In cases where 
a separate registration number has not been allotted bv the. 
sponsoring authority concerned, the importer shall produce 
other evidence to the satisfaction of the customs authorities 
that he is licensediregistered as an industrial unit and is 
eligible to the import made. 

(ii) Actual Users (Non-Industrial) shall, at the time <i r 
clearance of the gocfds, furnish to the customs authorities, 
the original or a photostat copy of the (currently valid! 
registration certificates held by them under the Shoes and 
Establishment Act. Cinematographic Act or appropriate lc-nl 
statute, entitling them to effect the imports. 


(iii) In the case of computer systems, import of permissi¬ 
ble spare parts will be allowed at 5% of the c.i.t. value of 
imported computers or two per cent per annum of the pur¬ 
chase price of the indigenously manufactured computer- 
systems or five per cent of computer which are integraf part 
of the photo composing machines. At the time of clear¬ 
ance of the imported goods, the importers should furnish 
to the customs authorities, a certificate from Chartercd|Cost 
Accountant or Company Secretary (in practice), or the spon¬ 
soring authority concerned showing the c.i.f. value or the 
purchase price of the computer system, as the case may be. 
fbev shout'd also furnish a declaration to the effect that 
the c.i.f. value of such goods already imported during the 
same financial year does not exceed the permissible limit, 
including the c.i.f. value of the consignment to be cleared. 
The Churtered)Cost Accountant or Company Secretary 
should not be a partner or a Director or an employee of 
(he applicant firm or its associates. 

(iv) Small Scale Units having provisional registration with 
(he sponsoring authorities concerned will be eligible to import 
goods under this licence, subject to Actual User condition. 

(v) The Actual User shall maintain proper account of 
utilisation of the goods imported under this licence in the 
form and manner laid down, and produce such account to 
the licensing authority or any other Government authority 
within such time as may be specified by it. 

(vi) This licence shall also be subject to the Condition 
No. I in Schedule V to the Imports (Control) Order, 1955, 

(vii) The Actual Users shall furnish periodical returns, as 
on 30th September and 31st March of the licensing year to 
the authorities mentioned below, indicating (a) the total 
c.i.f. value of the items imported and (b) description of 
such of the items imported of which the total c.i.f. value 
exceeds Rs. 2 lakhs:— 

(i) Sponsoring authorities concerned in the case of 
industrial units in the large scale sector; and 

(ii) Regional import licensing authorities concerned, in 
the case of other Actual User». Each such Return 
shall be sent wjtbin 15 days of the close of the 
period indicated, 

(viii) The goods so imported have not been produced or 
manufactured in the Union of South AfricalSouth West 
Africa. 

(ix) Such goods are shipped on through consignment to 
India on or before 31st March of the licensing year or 
shipped on or before 31st March of the following licensing 
year against a firm contract entered into and registered with 
a foreign exchange dealer (Bank) on or before the last 
date of February of the licensing year, without anv grace 
period whatsoever. 

(x) Nothing in this licence shall affect the application to 
any goods, of any prohibition or regulation affecting the 
import thereof, in force, at the time when such goods aV 
imported. 

(xi) The licence does not confer any immunity, exemption 
or relaxation at any time from an obligation or compliance 
with anv requirement to which the Actual Users (Industrial 
or non Industrial) may be subject under other laws or regu¬ 
lations. The. importers should comply with the provisions of 
all other laws applicable to them.

(3) Blue prints and drawings (including micro films) te- 
lating to machinery and plant sites, work and building re¬ 
search data, supplied free of charge and having no com¬ 
mercial value; 

(4) Bonafide technical and trade samples supplied free of 
charge not exceeding Rs. 20,000 in c.i.f. value, in one con¬ 
signment, excepting vegetable seeds, bees, tea and new drugs; 

(5) Bonafide advertising material supplied free of charge 
not exceeding Rs. 2,000 in c.i.f. value, in one consignment; 

(6) Goods supplied free of charge by foreign suppliers 
or imported against an insurance (marine) or marine-cum- 
erection insurance claim settled by an Insurance Company,

(ii) a survey certificate issued by the Llovds Agents 
or any other authorised insurance surveyors or in 
the case of machine or parts thereof, a certified* 
from a professional ifidependent chartered engi¬ 
neer, for Chief Executive In the case of Gov¬ 
ernment Defiartmertts ahtl Public Sector Under¬ 
takings) to the effect that goods previously im¬ 
ported-were actually received in defective condi¬ 
tion and'required replacement; 
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(iii) evidence showing the period of guarantees given 
by the foreign- manufacturers of consignors in the 
case of machines or parts thereof, where ship¬ 
ment takes place after the period of 24 months 
stipulated in sub-clause (a) above; 

(iv) evidence of settlement of claim by the insurance 
company, in thp case of replacement import in¬ 
volving fresh remittances. This will, however, 
not bo necessary in the case of Government 
departments, provided foreign exchange has been 
released by the Ministry- of Finance (Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs)|Administrative Machi¬ 
nery to cover the amount to be remitted. Re¬ 
placement imports will be allowed upto the value 
of the claim settled by the insurance company 
but an increase upto ten per cent of this amount 
may be allowed owing to the increase in the 
value of the machinery to be imported in replace¬ 
ment.

(8) Bonafide trade samples of drugs and medicines sup¬ 
plied free of charge to the sole agents in India of the foreign 
suppliers, not exceeding Rs. 10,000 in c.i.f. value in one 
consignment on the written recommendation of the Drugs 
Controller of India, New Delhi to be produced to the satis¬ 
faction of the customs authorities at the time of clearance; 

(9) Human vaccines and sera supplied free' of charge or 
against payment, on the written recommendation of the 
Drugs Controller of India, New Delhi to be produced to 
the satisfaction of the customs authorities at the lime of 
clearance; 

(10) Animal including poultry vaccines, supplied free of 
charge or against payment, on the specific recommendation of 
the Animal Husbandry Commissioner to the Government of 
India, New Delhi, to be produced to the satisfaction of the 
customs authorities at the time of clearance; 

(11) Technical and trade samples of the insecticides (in¬ 
cluding pesticides and weedicides), supplied free of charge, 
on the basis of the registration issued by the Registration 
Committee set up under the Insecticides Act. 1968, and the 
quantity specified by the Committee in respect of items in¬ 
cluded in the Schedule to the said act, to be produced to 
the satisfaction of the customs authorities at the time of 
clearance; 

(12) In respect of items covered by Sr, Nos. (9) to (lit 
above, where the items are supplied free of charge, imnou 
of the permissible materials shall not be allowed in consu¬ 
mer or retail packing and the consignment shall be clearlv 
marked “sample not for sale"; 

(13) Trade catalogues and circulars, bln® prints and draw¬ 
ings, and technical or trade samples imported under thF 
licence are for the use of the importers themselves and shall 
not be sold or transferred otherwise; 

(14) This licence is without prejudice to the applicalion 
to any goods, of any other prohibition or regulation affect¬ 
ing the import that may be in force at the time when such 
goods are imported: 

(15) The licence does not confer any immunity exemption 
or relaxation at anv time from an obligation or comnliance 
with anv requirement to which the Actual Users (Industrial) 
importers mav be subject to under other Taws or regulations.

OPEN GENERAL LICENCE No. 5/85 

SO. 306 (E),—In exercise ol the powers conferred by 
section 3 of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 
(18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby gives general

OPEN GENERAL LICENCE NO. 12|85 

S.O. 313(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 3 of the Imports and Exports (.Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 
1947), the Central Government hereby gives general per¬ 
mission to import into India from any country except the 
Union of South Africa/South West Africa, any goods by

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the Project Authority concerned shall be produced to the 
customs authorities at the time of clearance; 

(iii) Such goods are shipped on through consignment to 
lndia*on or before 31st March, of the licensing year, without 
any grace period whatsoever; and 

(ivj The goods so imported have not been produced 
or manufactured in the Union of South Africa/South West 
Africa. 

2. Under this licence, import will also be allowed of per¬ 
sonal effects of foreign export coming to India under Gov¬ 
ernment to Government agreement for the execution of a 
project in India on production of a certificate of the Ad¬ 
ministrative Ministry or the Project Authority concerned, at 
the lime of clearance, to the effect that imported goods (to 
be mentioned in the certificate) are in accordance with the 
agreement entered, into by the Government of India with 
the foreign Government concerned. The import shall also be 
subject to the condition that the goods (other than consum¬ 
ables) are re-exported as soon as the foreign export concerned 
leaves India after completion of his assignment.

(i) Import is made against foreign exchange released 
by the Government for the purpose; 


(ii) In respect of restricted spares i.e. these covered 
by Appendices 2 Part-B, 3 Part-A, 8 or 10 of 
the Import and Export Policy, 1985-88 (Vol. I), 
indigenous clearance has been obtained from 
DGTD, New Delhi. 

(iii) Where import of any electronic items for a c.i.f. 

value of Rs. 5 lakhs or more, marine electronic* 
equipment and parts irrespective of value or com¬ 
munication equipment for a value exceeding rupee* 
one lakh is involved, clearance has been obtained 
from the Department of Electronics, New Delhi; 
and 

(iv) Necessary evidence of (1), (ii) and (iii) above is pro¬ 

duced to the customs authority at the time of 
clearance. 

(3) Ip the case of public sector Industrial Undertaking 
under the Ministry of Defence, the following provisions 
shall apply ;— 

(i) Import of raw-material components, consumables 
and spares will be allowed under OGL vide item 
Nos. 1, 2 atld 4 of Apperdix 6 of the Impart and 
Export Policy, 1985-88 (Vol. I), subject to the 
conditions laid down therein; 

(ii) R&D unils will be eligible to import raw-materials 

and other items vide item No. 5 in App. 6 of the 
Import and Export Policy, 1985—88 (Vol, 1), sub¬ 
ject to the conditions laid down therein: 

(iii) Import of Capital Goods will be allowed only if they 

appoar in Appendix 1 Part-B of Import and Export 
Policy. 1985—88 (Vol. I) and import of jigs and 
fixtures etc. will be allowed vide item No. 6 in 
App. 6 of the said Policy. 

(iv) Import of computer spares will be allowed vide 

item No. 9 in App. 6 of Import and Export Policy,

OPEN GENERAL LICENCE NO, 15/85 

S.O. 316(E).—In exercise of Ihe powers conferred by 
section 3 of the fmporis and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 
(18 of 1947) the Central Government hereby gives general 
permission to import into India from any country except 
the Union of South Africa/South West Africa, goods of the 
description specified in the Schedule annexed to this Order, 
subject to the following conditions :— 

(1) Except in the case of "Teaching Aids" covered by 
.Serial No. 1. all other items covered by the Schedule 
annexed to this Order, may be imported by any 
person, for stock and sale purpose ; 

(71 In the case of ‘Teaching Aids", import will be 
allowed only by recognised educational, scientific 
technical and research institutions, libraries of such 
institutions. Central or State Govarnmcnt Depart¬ 
ments. industrial unith engaged in researh and Deve¬ 
lopment work, registered medical institutions, hospi¬ 
tals. consultants, recognised chambers of Commerce, 
productivity councils, management Associations and 
professional bodies, for their own use; 

(3) In the case of pulses, all eligible importers shall 

be required to register their contracts with the 
National Agricultural Cooperative Marketing Fede¬ 
ration of India (NAFED). Import shall be made 
only after the connected contracts have been stam¬ 
ped by NAFED as an evidence of such registration. 
For this purpose, two conies of the contract should 
he lodged w th the NAFED; they will return one 
copy to the importer, duly stumped on each page, 
for production to the customs at the time of clear¬ 
ance of goods.

S.O. 317(EJ.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 3 of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 
(18 of 1947), the Central Government gives general permis¬ 
sion for import of (a) poultry vuccines (all types) by poultry 
farms/hatcheries approved by the Department of Agriculture, 
Government of India, New Delhi, (b) Medical Gas Cylinders 
of 10.2 litres water capacity and below, (c) Co2 Gas Cylin¬ 
ders uplo 15 litres water capacity for lire extinguishers, 
(d) Broken Electric Motors, (e) Electromagnetic water condi¬ 
tioning system, (f) Gibberellic Acid, (g) Grape Guar)l#apCT- 
and (h) Photograph c chemicals-developers/ fixers, intensifler 
reducers, toners and cleaning agents, trorn any country 
except the Union of South Africa/South West Africa, sub¬ 
ject to the following conditions :— 

(1) In the case of import of poultry vaccines :— 

(i) The importer shall at the time of clearance of 
goods lrom the customs, furnish a specific recom¬ 
mendation from the Animal Husbandary Commis¬ 
sioner to the Government of India, Department of, 
Agriculture, New Delhi regarding the essentiality, 
of the material (description/quantity/value) to the 
party concerned.

ORDER NO. 20/85-88 
OPEN GENERAL LICENCE NO. 20/85 

S.O. 321(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 3 of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 
(18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby gives generhl 
permission to import into India from any country, except 
the Union of South Africa/South West Africa, Capital 
Goods, raw materials, components, consumables and spares 
by Actual Users (Industrial) under the facilities available to 
non-resident Indians in the Import and Export Policy for 
1985-88 (Vol. I), subject to the following conditions :— 

(1) The eligible imports shall be non-resident Indians 
(which includes non-resident Indians who have 
acquired foreign nationality and persons of Indian 
origin residing abroad). 

(2) Such eligible person shall return to India for per¬ 
manent settlement, for setting up an industry in 
India, including investment for expansion, diversi¬ 
fication or modernisation of an existing industry 
or setting up a service industry. 

(3) At the time of clearance of goods through Customs, 
the importer shall produce satisfactory evidence to 
establish his eligiblity under (1) and (2) above. 

(4) Eligible persons can import machinery and connec¬ 
ted raw materials, components, consumables and 
spares under this Licence, subject to ‘Actual User* 
condition, purchased out of the importer’s foreign 
exchange earnings and resources abroad, with no 
remittance from India, for use in an enterprise (a 
India, subject to Ibe conditions stipulated. The 
imported machinery and other materials shall he 
used in the industry being set up by the importer 
in India or for use in the industry in India .in which 
the importer will be Investing, in accordance with 
the policy in force. At the time of clearance 
through Customs, the importer shall furnish a dec¬ 
laration that :— 

(a) The imported machinery and other materials has 
been purchased out of importers earnings /resour- 
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ces abroad, and does not involve any remittance 
from India ; and 

(b) Within three months of the dut e of clearance 
from the Customs, the importer shall inform 
about the import of the machinery and other 
materials, in question, to the Director ot Indus¬ 
tries of the State in which the machinery shall 
dc used. However, in the case of electronic items, 
the intimation siiould be sent to the Department 
of Electronics, Lok Nayak Bhuvan, New Delhi, 
wttn a copy to the concerned Director of Indus¬ 
tries. 

(5) Import of generating sets, computer system, office 
equipment proto-types, and restricted Capital Goods 
in Appendix-1 Part A of Import and Export Policy 
1985-88 (Vol. 1) and second hand (used) Capital 
Goods except those covered by App. 1 Part-B of 
Import and Export Policy 1985-88 (Volume I) 
shall not be allowed under this Licence. 

(6.1) There will be no upper limit for import of Capital 
Goods meant for electronic industries manufactur¬ 
ing on© or more of the following, subject to 
industrial licensing regulations 

(i) Electronic components (other than LSI, VLSI); 

(ii) Electronic instruments ; 

(iii) Tape recorders ; 

(iv) Two-in-one ; 

(v) Hi-Fi equipment ; 

(vi) Electronic teaching aids ; 

(vii) Industrial and process control systems ; 

(viii) Major subsystems, radar, navigational aids and 
communication equipment ; and 

(ix) Electronic medical equipment. 

(6.2) In respect of units manufacturing radars, naviga¬ 
tional aids and communication equipment a speci¬ 
fic prior approval of the Department of Electronics, 
Lok Nayak Bhavan, New Delhi shall be necessary 
before taking up manufacture ; 

(6.3) Manufacture of computers shall not be allowed 
under this provision ; 

(6.4) The eligible importer will be allowed to import 
any Capital Goods necessary for the manufacture 
of the items and equipments mentioned in condi¬ 
tion No. (6.1) above. No clearance from indi¬ 
genous angle would be required for import ; 

(6.5) For industries listed in (6.1) above, import of 
raw-materials, components, consumables, and spares, 
will also be allowed under this licence, to meet only 
the first 12 months requirements of the industrial 
unit. Items appearing in Appendix 2 and 5 will 
not be allowed under O.G.L. Items appearing in 
Appendix 3 of Import-Export Policy 1985-88 (Vo¬ 
lume I) shall require prior clearance of the De¬ 
partment Electronics, New Delhi, in case the value 
exceeds Rs. 5 lakhs and such clearance shall be 
produced to the customs authority at the lime of 
import. Imported materials shall be used in the 
same unit for which the machinery under this 
licence is imported. 

(7) In the case of industries other than those men¬ 
tioned in sub-para (6,1) above, the value of ma¬ 
chinery imported shall not exceed Rs. 20 Isikhs 
(landed cost) and the unit in which imported ma¬ 
chinery shall be used will not have a total capital 
investment in plant and machinery of a value more 
than the upper limit fixed for small scale indus¬ 
tries, 

(8) Persons eligible to import machinery under sub¬ 
para (7) .of this Licence, can also Import raw 
materials, components, consumables and spates for 

. meeting their first 12 months requirements under 
this Licence, subject to a maximum of Rs 5 lakhs 


(cif) in value. Items appearing in Appendices 2 
and 5 will not be allowed under O.G.L. For 
items appearing in Appendix 3 of the Import and 
Export Policy, 1985-88 (Vol. 1), prior clearance 
from DGTD, New Delhi, or the Department of Elec¬ 
tronics, New Delhi as the case may be, shall be 
obia.ned and produced to customs authority at the 
time of import. Imported material shall be used 
in the same unit for which the machinery under 
this licence is imported, 

(9) Capita] Goods imported shall be of new' manufac¬ 
ture; if they arc second-hand or reconditioned items, 
Lheir import will be permitted only if the machinery 
is not more than seven years old and its remaining 
lire is not less than five years, and tlic importer 
shall produce to the customs authonty at the time 
of clearance, a certificate from and professional 
independent Chartered Kngineer/any equivalent 
institute in the country from which import is made, 
indicating : 

(a) Name of manufacturer of the plant and machi¬ 
nery ; 

(b) Year of manufacture ; 

(c) Present condition of the plant and machinery and 
its expected residual life ; 

(d) The CIF value of Equivalent Capital Goods, if 
purchased new ; 

(c) Nature of reconditioning/repairs done, if any, 
and the datc(s) on which those were carried out; 
and 

(f) Opinion regarding the price asked for by the 
suppliers' and the basis for such opinion. 

(10) Neither the capital investment nor dividends shall 

be allowed to be repatriated abroad. 

(11) Import shall be subject to ‘Actual User’ condi¬ 
tion. No permission for sale of Capital Goods 
shall be allowed for a period of five years ; 

(12) The industrial unit concerned will be required to 
obtain industrial licence or registration with the 
DGTD, New Delhi or State Director of Industries 
or other authorities concerned, in accordance with 
the policy and the procedures in force in this regard 
within a period of 12 months from the date of 
Import of first consignment of Capital Goods under 
this Licence.

OPEN GENERAL LICENCE NO, 21/85 
S.O. 322(E) In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by Sections 3 and 4 A to the Imports & Ex¬ 
ports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following Order 
further to amend the Imports (Control) Order, 1955,

1. (1) This Order may be called the Imports (Con¬ 
trol) First Amendment Order, 1985.

2. In the Imports (Control) Order, 1955 (here¬ 
inafter referred to as the said Order), 
for the second Proviso of Clause ll(l)(g) the 
following proviso shall be substituted, namely :— 
“Provided further that where any goods are 
exempted under this sub-paragraph, the exemp¬ 
tion shall be subject to the condition that such 
goods shall not be sold, advertised or offered 
for sale or displayed in a shop, until (a) in the 
case of fire-arms, which have been used for a 
period of not less than 10 years from the date 
of clearance by such person or passenger or 
member of the crew, or (b) in case of T.Vs, which 
have been used for a period not less than 5 
years from the date of clearance by such person 
or passenger or member of the crew, or (c) in 
the case of other goods when market price has 
depriciated to less than 50% of their market 
price when new;” 

3. In the said Order, in Schedule II,— 

(i) against item 10, in column 2, for the brac¬ 
kets and words “(Imports and Exports)”, 
the brackets and words "(Development)” 
shall be substituted; 

(ii) Item 12 and entries relating thereto, shall 
be omitted. 

4 . For the existing Schedule III of the said 
Order, the following shall be substituted, namely :—

(iii) If the applicant is located in a place which 
does not have a branch of Central Bank 
of India authorised to receive ITC depo¬ 
sits, the facility of remittance of applica¬ 
tion fees and other ITC deposits through 
a bank draft will be available. 

(iv) No application will be entertained which 
is not accompanied by such proof of pay¬ 
ment of the fee prescribed under this 
Order.”

S.O. 323(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
3 of Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), 
the Central Government hereby gives general permission, 
till further orders, to the project contractors taking up 
projects abroad for re-import/import frpm any country in the 
world except the Union of South Africa and South West 
Africa of (i) related equipments, (li> machinery and related 
spares, (iii) related tools and (iv) related accessories as were 
either taken from India or purchased abroad after taking 
necessary permission of the Reserve Bank of India, or EXIMI 
Bank of India/IDBI, into the country, after completion of 
the projects. At the time of seeking clearance of such re- 
imported/imporled goods, the project contractor shall, how¬ 
ever, be required to file a declaration with the Customs Autho¬ 
rities concerned to the effect that these related equipments, 
machinery and related spares, related tools and related acces¬ 
sories were used for execution of the projects (name of the 
project to be mentioned) and were either taken from India 
or purchased abroad for which necessary permission of the 
Reserve Bank of India or EXTM Bank of India/IDBI, was 
obtained. 

2. The above permission should also be available in the 
case of office equipmens which had been used during the 
course of the execution of the projects abroad for atleast 
one year, subject to the production of satisfactory evidence 
to this effect to the customs authorities. 

3, The re-import /import shall be subject to the condi¬ 
tions that— 

(1) Such goods are shipped on through consignments 
to Indis on or before 3 lit March, of the licensing 
year ; 

(2) Nothing in this Licence shall affect the application 
to any goods, of any other prohibition or regulation 
affecting the import thereof, in force at the time 
when such goods are imported or re-imported ; 
and 
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(3) The licence does no' confer any immunity, exemp¬ 
tion or relaxation at any time from an obligation 
or compliance with any requirement to which the 
importer may be subject to under other laws or 
regulations. The importer* would comply with the 
provisions of all other laws applic'/ble to them. 

4. The above permission shall also be subject to the
